There Are many polo ponles, and the
iden prevalls that the polo pony that
possesses the greatest speed Is Lhe hest
pany. But he fa not. A first class pony
must be fast, but unless he can cateh his
sirida quickly, stop suddenly, spin around
{iite & top, back and shift and twist at the
commanil of hia rider his speed In of littie
service.

in order to come under the catagory of
kood ponies a pony must be under som-
plete control. He must respond Immed-
iately 106 the demands of his rider. He
must start after the ball llke & flash, fol-
Jow It up but never go beyond it And
then when the scrimmagea coma the pony
must be steady on his fest and robust
snough to push and shove his opponent
out of the way

Fast poniea that are not subjsct to per-
fect control Are worss than useless. If,
as pololsts say, ‘‘they do not know the
game,” they sre a handloap. Nearly all
the ponies now used In polo games are
half for three-quarter bred. In some cases
they are stunted thoroughbreds. Many &
tast pony, obstinate and excited by the
struggly for the ball, has spollsd the re-
sult of the game for his masters sde by
bolting off the fleld carrying his strugxiing
and unwilling rider far beyond the scene
of the contest,

All the essential pointa of & first class
pony i& attained only after years of train-
ing and careful riding. A pony (8 at his
beat when he Is about 7 or & years of age.
Hy that tima he will bs well developed
and should have learnad the lessons about
the game taught him by his trainsr. Years
of campaigning tend to round cut a clever
tast pony Inta the best kind of horse for
the polo fleld.

Knowing as they do the value of sea-
soned, well educated, fast, courageous and
sturdy ponles, It I8 not to be wondered
at that the American and Engllah polo
players have fairly scraped the world over
to obtaln mounts. Fortunes have been
pald for the best. During the last threa
yaars Harry Payne Whitney has spent
$100,000 for them. The loyal Britishers last
year by public subscription oollected §50,000,
all of which was expended buying ponles.

In this search foy ponles the American
players got the jump on thelr English ad-
versaries and, in the vernacular of the
castalde, '"beat them, too' Bince 196,
Whitney has been preparing for thase
polo contests. Like a good general, hia
command was planned a long time ahead
of his attack, He quietly gathered to-
gether many fine ponies bred in Ireland,
England, America and the Argentine Re-
publie, practiced Wwith them for mors than
& year, and then went over to Hurllngham
in 1990 und won the cup, which had been
in the English pololsts’ possession for
twenty-three years.
